Issued Weekly by the Government 
- Publicity Commissioner 


One of the first co-operative ship¬ 
ments of horses to leave Alberta for 
the east, was shipped from Coaldale 
during the past week, by a group of 
farmers, who sent forward a carload 
of draft horses. 

By a vote of 20 to 17 the legislature 
declined to endorse a proposal by F. 
J. White, labor member for Calgary, 
to incorporate in the Edmontoti char¬ 
ter a clause removing the property 
qualifications for candidates for muni¬ 
cipal office, similar to the clause now 
existing in the Calgary charter. 

Official- notice has been received 
that the Foremost hospital will close 
on April 1. This step taken by the 
hospital board is very much regretted 
by the community at large, and it is 
hoped that some, arrangement can be 
mad®, whereby the hospital can re¬ 
main a convenience to the entire south 
country. 

After April 1, drug stores in the 
cities of Edmonton and Calgary will 
cease to handle liquor on prescription 
in larger than six-ounce bottles, ac¬ 
cording to an announcement by At¬ 
torney General Brownlee. The gov¬ 
ernment itself will fill prescriptions 
for liquor in quantities over six 
ounces, at dispensaries centrally 
established in the two cities. 

The second annual feeders’ day con¬ 
ducted by the animal husbandry 
branch of the University will be held 
Saturday, April 14, the last day of the 
Edmonton spring stock show. The re¬ 
sults of the tests in livestock feeding 
conducted at the University will be 
available and will be the subject of dis¬ 
cussion during the sessions, hi the 
steer feeding trials, 72 steers are be¬ 
ing finished, comparing oat siTage 
with sunflower silage, oat hay and 
prairie hay, good feeders and fair 
feeders, and also the economy of 
gains on calves, yearlings and two- 
year olds. The results of experiments 
in sheep and swine feeding will also 
be discussed. Rations for wintering 
brood sows, breeding ewe lambs, steer 
feeding, problems of marketing, and 
trench silos will also be under discus¬ 
sion. 

As part of the campaign to intro¬ 
duce Alberta coal Into Ontario, a car¬ 
load of coal is now being sent forward 
by the coal operators of the province, 
for the purpose of carrying out tests 
at Ontario points. Either carlots will 
follow, some of which will come from 
the Drumheller field. The tests will be 
conducted under the auspices of the 
provincial government’s fuel engineer, 
Geo. Pratt, at Winnipeg, who will ac¬ 
company the shipments to Ontario, as 
will also Howard Stutchbury, trade 
commissioner. Mr. Stutchbury also, 
is expected, will give evidence before 
the senate committee at Ottawa in¬ 
vestigating the fuel situation. It is 
expected that ^Alberta will have the 
co-operation of the Ontario govern¬ 
ment in the tests to be made. Articles 
relating to Alberta coal and its possi¬ 
bilities in Ontario are also being sent 
forward from the publicity branch of 
the government to papers in Ontario 
with a view to making Ontario people 
acquainted with the coal resources of 
this province, and the necessity for 
joint action to make these resources 
available to Ontario towns and cities.

Occasional fields of sunfloVers and 
com were seen in 1922. Many farm¬ 
ers are considering the advisability of 
making a start along this line in 1923. 
Those thinking over the matter should 
decide quickly and plan accordingly. 
The question of growing a silage crop 
is not one of great responsibility or 
obligation;, the matter comes very 
closely to a position of having much 
to grain and very little to I68e. 

Land is plentiful, therefore set aside 
10 acres of fallow near to the stabling, 
this makes it convenient for cultivat¬ 
ing the rowed crop and also gives a 
short haul in filling the silos. Order 
early 80 lbs. of sunflower seed and a 
bushel of com. Sunflower seed was 
scarce in May last year and cost more 
than what it did in March—order 
early. Sow eight acres to sunflowers, 
Mammoth Russian variety, and two 
acres to com, North Western Dent. 
Seeding from grain drill in rows 36 
inches apart and time aboutr the mid¬ 
dle of May. Cultivate row spaces as 
required to keep weeds down through¬ 
out the season. With a plow and 
slip scrapers in a slack couple of days 
as autumn appioaches take out a 
trench 30 feet long, 12 feet wide and 
8 feet deep. Later when frost threa¬ 
tens harvest the sunflowers and corn 
right through the cutting-box into the 
trench, levelling and tramping silage 
well in the process. Seal the silo over 
to exclude the air by covering with 
straw. There will then be on hand a 
valuable addition to the feed supply 
and an addition that will assist sur¬ 
prisingly in the intensive winter work 
of milk production, feeding for flesh 
or growth at young stock.

A GOOD GARDEN 

Gardening is a work in which al¬ 
most every town men (especially at 
this season of the year when comes 
that fitful back to the farm fever) is 
sure he would engage, if only he were 
on a farm. He would have a garden 
beautiful as—well as those seen in the 
seed catalogues, and the vegetables 
would be just as fine as any three- 
color process of printing ever pictur¬ 
ed. Not every real farmer is so sure 
about this. Spring is a busy season 
and often the family garden is hur¬ 
riedly planted or left until very late. 
Candor compels the statement that the 
garden on the farm may be a very 
poor “sort of patch” not in the same 
class with many gardens planted and 
tended by our town folks. And on 
some farms strange as it may seem 
there are no real gardens—just heaps 
of empty cans near the back door or 
piled up somewhere about the place. 
These empty cans tell a story of lack 
of saving if not of actual extrava¬ 
gance and waste. 

On practically every farm there is 
time to pliant and care for a garden, 
perhaps not a town style garden, but 
a country garden with long rows and 
without “frills and furbelows”. Let 
the rows be long so that most of the 
cultivation can be done with horse¬ 
power. The plow is quicker than the 
hoe and time is a big factor in garden 
work on the farm. 

Then a good garden will cut down 
the grocer’s bill and will make glad 
the days of the housewife as she plans 
good things for the “men folks” to 
eat 

HIGH PRICED OFFICIALS 

One Progressive member of the fed¬ 
eral parliament figures out that the 
members of the Canadian government 
get $14,000 a year and there being 17 
of them the total wage bill reaches 
$288,000 a year, while the United 
States federal ministers get $10,000 
a year and there are 12 of them, which 
means a wage bill of $120,000. And 
besides United States is a more popu¬ 
lous country than Canada. 

The farmers in United States have 
discovered that they are worse off 
than before the high tariff, because 
they have not been aided by any pro¬ 
tection fumiNied them and have lost 
much by the high tariff of the people 
who sell them goods. The farmers be¬ 
lieve they have been economically 
buncoed.

SERMON ON CARDS 


PURE SEED GRAIN 

Whatever the price of stock grain 
may be there is always a good profit 
in seed grain, whether it be wheat, 
oats or any other cereal. That fact is 
being demonstrated in Alberta this 
spring, says the Calgary Herald.

And what is more there is no 
reason why the profit should not be 
more widely distributed. What a few 
Alberta farmers have been able to do 
with seed grain cultivation should be 
possible for the miy and there is 
practically no Hmirto the field for 
first quality seed grain.

Scathing denunciation of card play¬ 
ing both in and out of the home and 
of any form of gambling, was made 
recently by Rev. G. R. MacFaul, 
pastor of the French Baptist church, 
who during the course of his sermon 
on gambling declared that every 
gambler or bettor was either a thief 
or a fool, says' Ottawa Citizen. 

The pastor in his remarks also re* 
ferred to social card playing and 
gambling,, and advocated action by 
the city poJice department in round¬ 
ing up card players. If this was done, 
he said, he felt clergymen would have 
to f?o to the court house or the jail to 
provide bail for some of the members 
of their congregation. 

Race track betting was also seored 
and the decision of the House of Com¬ 
mons in regard to the passing over of 
race track legislation was referred to. 

The pastor declared that gambling 
and betting had become a “perfect 
craze.” Gambling and betting, he 
said, was carried on everywhere, at 
baseball and football games; provin¬ 
cial and country fairs, horse races, 
and during elections. 

During the race meet at Connaught 
Park, he declared hundreds of Ot- 
tawans put up money. 

“It would astonish some of the peo¬ 
ple of the city if the names of all 
those who staked money on a horse 
race were made public,” said Rev. Mr. 
MacFaul. 

Gambling, he maintained, through 
card playing was carried on by means 
of the eucher deck, in homes, on 
trains, at some lodge meetings, in 
stores, clubs, and at nearly all social 
gatherings. 

If they do not gamble for money 
they gamble for starting silver, cut 
glass or fancy china, said the pastor. 

He declared that some church or¬ 
ganization gambled by the means of 
operating wheels of fortune, or raf¬ 
fles. 

“Every gambler or bettor is either a 
thief or a fool. If he gambles or bets 
and wins be is a thief. If he gambles 
or bets and loses he is a fool.” 
Gambling is worse than stealing be¬ 
cause the gambler persuades others to 
become accessories. In theft, only the 
thief is guilty,” said Rev. Mr. Mac- 
Faul. 

One who gambled, he declared, 
soon lost the spirit or the desire to 
have a home or earn an honest living 
and developed the spirit of a parasite. 

Generally, he declared, gambling in 
any form to be a moral crime, and 
financial curse. 

“Who is chiefly to blame for the 
gambling spirit? Where do the new 
recruits come from?” he asked. An¬ 
swering his own query he maintained 
they came from the teaching of eucher 
card playing in the home. 

The pastor declared that about 
ninety per cent, of the gamblers de¬ 
clared they were taught to play cards 
in their homes. Eighty per cent, of 
gamblers, he asserted, said that their 
parents were church members. 

“The so-called Christian homes of 
Canada are the kindergartens and 
schools in which the gamblers are 
trained,” said Rev. Mr. MacFaul. 

“What is the use of parliament 
passing laws against gambling? It 
is no wonder some of our politicians 
when the recent race track gambling 
question was before them for con¬ 
sideration, seemed to treat it so light¬ 
ly when Ottawa people are gambling 
in their homes. 

“Why should our police arrest poor 
fellows, playing behind closed blinds 
and allow others wlro gamble openly 
in their Homes, to go free?” asked 
Mr. MacFaul. 

Out of fairness he claimed the next 
time a bridge, whist or progressive 
eucher was held the police should ar¬ 
rest the whole crowd and take them 
to jail. 

“If this as done I fear some of "the 
clergymen would have to go to the 
court house, next morning to furnish 
bail for some of their church mem¬ 
bers,” said Rev. Mr. MacFaul. 

W. M. F. Carroll, Liberal, Cape 
Breton, hns introduced a resolution to 
amend the naturalization act in order 
to allow native born Canadians, now 
citizens of other countries who return¬ 
ed to Canada for war service, to be¬ 
come naturalized in Canada without 
the necessity for five-year residences.

point of shipment, which is a decided¬ 
ly better price than most of the buy-1 
ers have been paying for finished beef 
at Calgary.

Experimental Regultx Between Pure- 
Bred and Mongrel Flocks 


JUST ARRIVED 

A Shipment of Infant’s Dongola Kid Shoes, 


(From High River Times) 

In spite of the large increase, dur¬ 
ing the past five years, of pure-bred 
flocks of poultry, it is to be regretted 
that only a small percentage of this 
increase is to be found on the farms, 
the majority being commercial flocks 
and backyard flocks. On many farms 
the poultry is still being sadly ne¬ 
glected and consequently gives very 
small returns. 

The improvement in the Poultry 
flock at the Round T Ranch during 
the past three years has fully satis¬ 
fied the management of the superiori¬ 
ty of pure-bred poultry over a mon¬ 
grel flock. 

In the spring of 1920 their flock 
was composed of about 60 hens^nd 60 
pullets and no two birds in this flock 
looked alike. During the year 1920 
this flock laid 6,696 eggs, or an aver¬ 
age of 67 eggs per bird. 

In view of the fact that egg produc¬ 
tion was the main object of their 
poultry flock, it was decided to com¬ 
mence a pure-bred flock of White 
Wyandottes and accordingly a start 
was made with a cockerel and 10 
yearling hens from a good producing 
strain. In the spring of 1921 Single

laying flock for 1922. These birds laid 
14,235 eggs in 1922 or an average of 
105 eggs per bird. This average, of 
course, is far from being high as com¬ 
pared with the averages of commer¬ 
cial plants and Experimental Farms, 
but it represents an increase of 38 
eggs per birds as compared with the 
production of the mongrel flock two 
years earlier. This increase was due 
to the combined benefits of better 
breeding and better feeding. 

The price of eggs in Alberta leaves 
qiuch to be desired, but a well manag¬ 
ed farm flock of 100 birds ought to be 
able to produce around 10 dozen eggs 
eaqh per year. If these eggs are 
handled and marketed in a manner 
that will produce the best results they 
ought to bring in an average price of 
25c per dozen, and after allowing for 
what will be used on the farm they 
should contribute beteen $200.00 and 
$225.00 per year towards the house¬ 
hold expenses.
